The Balance With the Philippines Is on the Wrong Side 


of the Ledger. 
Estimated cost of war in Philippines per day, $1,000,000. 
Average exports from United States to Philippines per day $5212. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 30.—There was laid before Congress to-day a me- 
morial from the American Chamber of Commerce at Manila protesting vigor- 
ously against the excessive taxation exacted by the United States military gov- 
ernment. The memorial is in part as follows: 

“We wunhesitatingly declare that American trade in the Philippines is al- 
most impossible under the present regime, and that it will be utterly destroyed 
unless immediate relief is had. 

“The internal revenue department is but a pawnshop where men put up their 
salaries and business profits for the privilege of laboring and using their capital 
—an importing house of the first class, paying upward of $100 per month license. 

“While the cost of living has trebled within the jurisdiction of the United 
States, and rice, the staple food product of the islands, is almost unobtainable by 
the people, we are sustaining a tax on flour of 60 per cent, so that a barrel of 
flour purchasable in the United States. at less than $8 gold must be sold at $12 
Mexican in Manila.” 

The memorial declares that formerly goods were admitted to the Philippines 
from Spain practically free, and Tater a tax for harbor construction was imposed 
and enormous increases were made in specific duties. 

Regret is expressed that the Americans retain “not only the excessive spe- 
cific duties, but also the tax for harbor construction (which, by the way, is not 
being constructed), the 8 per cent on an arbitrary and excessive valuation, a con- 
sumption tax on flour and many other articles, and surtaxes of varying degree, 
until the cost of imported goods is in many instances entirely beyond the means 
of any but the most prosperous people.”

AT CHICAGO. 


Tragedy With Unusual Features at the 
Palmer House, in Which the Ac- 
tor Tried to Hide Her 
Identity.

SUICIDE’S LETTER. 


“IT beve wrecked too many lives already 
and niust cease. I cannot be Lappy with so 
many mistakes In my memory. I cannot 
forget them. The world has too many sad 
people here now. I have no ambition, so 
end it all.’’—Extract from note written by 
Miss Wray. 
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CHICAGO, April 30.—Standing before a 
mirror in her room at the Palmer House 
Minnie M. Wray, a beautiful young wo- 
man, pressed a revolver to her temple 
and sent a bullet crashing through her 
brain. Scraps of a torn letter found in the 
Waste basket and put together said the 
writer “had wretked too many lives al- 
ready and must cease.’ This letter was 
addressed to A. N. Ohler of Moline, Iil. 
Miss Wray came to the hotel last Friday. 
She carried A smal! hand grip. She gave 
the name, ‘‘Miss I. Gray.’ to the clerk, 
who registered her, and when asked 
for her address responded that Chicago 
would do as well as any. She handed him 
the check for her trunk and asked to have 
it brought to her immediately. 

The death was encompassed by a number 
of theatrical features, the young woman 
having taken every precaution to render 
impossible her identity. While she entered 
the hotel, attired attractively and wearing 
a number of diamonds, nothing was found 


in her room but a coarse black wrapper 
which she wore when she killed herself. 
Her diamonds were gone, only a singie un- 
set stone being found upon the aresser, 
where it had dropped from her purse. She 
left a note to the management of the ho- 
tel, directing them to take the money from 
her pocketbook to settie the hotel bil. She 
requested especiaily that no effort be made 
to find her relatives, as she did nut Wish 
them to know of her deed. Later it was 
learned that she had on Saturday sent her 
trunk to Mr. Ohler at Moline. He is the 
cashier of the American Express Co, at 
that place. She also wrote to him the 
same day, telling of her intention to kilil 
herself. 

Ohler received the letter yesterday. He 
went to Davenport, a few miles distant, 
aml called up the Palmer House by tele- 
phone, thinking he might prevent the sui- 
cide if he could communicate with Miss 
Wray. Unable to make the Palmer H>use 
clerk understand him, he gave up in de- 
spair. A few hours later he was told of 
the suicide. It is supposed that the satch- 
el carried by Miss Wray when she entered 
the hotel with her rings and the dress she 
wore, were packed in the trunk and shipped 
to Moline 

Obler says he had‘known Miss Wray for 
years, bir:t claims to know nothing of 

antecedents. He says she came to 
Moline about two weeks ago and stayed 
at the Windsor Hotel. 

Where she came from he does not know, 
but she toki him she had been traveling 
for the past two years in California, New 
Mexico and Arizona. Ohler is of the itm- 
preesion that the girl's parents live at 
Leesville, Ind., and he has heard her speak 
of a brother in Lincoln, Neb. Further than 
that he knows nothing of her history. 

Miss Wray was last seen alive Saturday 
evening by a waiter, who toak her supper 
to her room. 

No response to Knocks at the door Sun- 
Gay afternocn aroused the suspicions of 
the chamvermald. The hotel office was no- 
tified and the private deiective burst apen 
the door and found the woman dead on the 
floor. A small pistol lav near her. There 
was a hole in her right temple und it was 
evident she had been dead several hours, 

On the .linen of the dresser there were 
blood stains, showing she had stood before 
the mirror to take aim. Where the bul- 
let had entered the skin was powder-burnt. 

In her purse where the suicide had left 
money to pay her hotel expenses were 
found the cards of several persons living 
in Los -Angeles, Cal., Albuquerque, N. M., 
Willams, Ariz., and Cleveland, O. ' 

The letter pieced together ffom the frag- 
ments in the wastebasket reads ae follows: 

‘“‘All my regret is of no use. You will be 
sad. I have tried to muster the nerve to 
live to fight on, but !{t fails me. I have 
wrecked too many lives already and must 
cease. I cannot be happy with so many 
mistakes in my memory nor can I forget 
them. The world has too many sad peo- 
pie now. I have no ambition, so end all. 
If I fail in my attempt to-day perhaps

If Elected, He Would Tender Good Of 
fices of the United States to 
Bring About Peace. 


CHICAGO, IH., April ®—William Jen- 
nings Bryan came to the city unheralded 
yesterday, held private conferences with 
prominent party ieaders, among whom 
were Mayor Harrison and ex-Gov. Altgeld, 
and left on a late train for Port Huron, 
Mich., without his presence being generally 
known. Mr. Bryan declined to discuss the 
object of the conference, which took place 
in the rooms of J. C. Johnson, chairman 
of the executive committee of the Demo- 
cratic national body, at the Sherman 
House. 

What the Boers would be warranted in 
expecting in case the Democratic party 
were returned to power at the coming eiec- 
tion was indicated by Mr. Bryan, efter his 
attention had been drawn to the Jay’s ca- 
bles from Europe, saying that the hopes of 
the South African republics were centered 
upon America—shouid McKinley be de- 
feated—and Russia. 

“The Democratic party,”’ said Mr. Bryan, 
‘“‘would express sympathy for these burgh- 
ers fighting for the right to govern them- 
selves, and the sympathy of a great na- 
tion like the United States is a moral fac- 
tor that has weight. The good offices of 
this nation can be tendered according to 
the terms of the new Hague treaty at 
the proper time. These offers of friendly 


service would have a great influence. 

‘During my recent Western trip, in fact, 
wherever I have been, I find the sentiment 
overwhelmingly in favor of the Boers. Any 
statement that the natural sympathies of 
the country are for the British is a perver- 
sion of the facts that cannot mislead ob- 
servers, but whose sole effect may be the 
delusion of England in a way that is jikely 
oe =e in an unpleasant awakening to the 
ru * ward 

At the private conference at the Gher- 
man House between Willis J. Abbot, editor 
of the Bulletin, and Mayor Harrison, the 
latter assured Bryan that Illinois would 
send a solid Bryan delegation to the na- 
tional convention. It was also agreed, it is 
said, that anti-imperialiesm would be made 
as pruminent and important an issue in the 
campaign as any other question. 

Mr. Bryan declared that conditions were 
shaping themselves to his satisfaction. He 
said it wonld ce impossible for him to meet 
Admiral Dewey in Chicago because he had 
engagements to speak this week at Colum- 
bus and Toledv, O.; Detroit, Kalamazoo and 
Port Huron, Mich. He said he would return 
to this city Saturday next. 


NINE KILLED AT THE PARIS EX. 


Footbridge Collapses and Buries Fifty 
Persons Wnderneath Passing to 
the Main Grounds. 


PARIS, April 30.—The footbridge in the 
Champ de Mars, connecting the exposition 
with the model of “the Celestial Globe,” 
collapsed yesterday. Nine persons were 
killed and nine seriously injured. Forty 
persons in all were hurt. The footbridge 
joined the “‘Globe Celeste” to the exhib 
tion grounds. The former is an external 


exhibition, and consequently the managers 
of the main exposition are bDiameless. 

It is believed that the accident arose 
from the premature removal of the scaf- 
— before the cement was sufficiently 

r : 

The anti-government press is already 
blaming M. Millerand, Minister of Com- 
merce, for the accident. 

M. Lepine, prefect of police; Prime Min- 
ister Waldeck-Rousseau, Commissioner 
General Picard, Secretary Chardon, City 
Architect and M. Lucipia Deschanel, presi- 
dent of the municipaiity, hurried to the 
spot. The exposition was at once ordered 
closed at night. 

The footbridge was constructed of wood, 
with a stucco facade and with a plaster- 
made tower at each end. The bri-ige had 
been condemned as unsafe by the exposi- 
tion authorities only this morning. The 
public was, therefore, not allowed to go 
on the structure, and, in this way, a afe- 
aster even more terrible than that which 
occurred was averted. 

The crowd was passing beneath the bridge 
when suddenly a roar was heard. Before 
those underneath could turn aside .the 
structure fell with a fearful crash, burying
